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Schools To Ask For New 
Attached Middle School

The Crawford AuSable School District will 
ask voters Sept. 12 for a new middle school 
attached to the high school. 

The school board decided on the attached 
option Monday after looking at public sur- 
vey results favoring the attached building. 

The board, however, proposed several 
changes in the attached building option to 
prevent mixing of high school and middle 
school students, which was a big concern 
among many community members. 


The board wants to change the bus 
unioading area for the new middle school to 
keep it separate from the high school bus 
unloading area. The new attachment will 
also have corridors leading to shared home 
economic and art rooms so middle school 
students will not have to walk in high school 
corridors. 

Another change is a separate physical 
education gym for the middle school. The 
board found out it would be less expensive to 
build a smali new one than add on to the high 
school gym and a separate gym would fur- 
ther prevent mixing of students. 


With all the changes proposed, middle 
school and high school students will be 
separated completely except for band and 
vocal music students who will have to walk 
down one high school corridor to reach 
shared classrooms in bad weather instead of 
using an outside walkway. 

The new proposed attachment is 
estimated at $4,263,734. The millage on debt 
retirement to pay off building bonds will be 
around 3.8 mills if approved. 

The public survey of 248 voters showed 
50.8 percent favored new construction with 
31 percent supporting the new attached 
building at the high school. Renovation of 
the 67-year-old middle school was the first 
choice of 29.4 percent. Voters who refused to 
rank options because they didn’t have 
enough information, didn’t want to say, or 
didn’t like any of the options amounted to 
19.8 percent. 

More than 63 percent of the voters who 
ranked the optiens felt they were very well 
informed on the options and the Crawford 
County Avalanche was listed as the major 
source of information on the issue by nearly 
70 percent of the public surveyed.

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County Working on Last-Minute Moves 
To Open Hatchery Memorial Weekend

Crawford County Commissioners will try to cut through 
last-minute snags to re-open the well-known Grayling Fish 
Hatchery in time for Memorial Day visitors. 
‘Already curious tourists and county residents are stop- 
ping daily by the hatchery to peer through fences at a couple 
hundred of large rainbow trout in the raceways. 


Commissioners will try to complete a lease agreement 
with Flowing Wells Trout Farm for an additional 10,000 rain- 
bow at their Thursday regular meeting. Five hundred of the 
leased rainbow will be from 11 to 17 inches. The rest would be 
seven to nine inches long. The rainbow trout already in the 
hatchery were donated by the DNR and some are close to 24 
inches long. 

Even if the lease agreement can’t be reached by 
Memorial Day weekend, for the additional fish, Commission- 


er chairwoman Jeannette Kitchen said she would like to see 
the hatchery opened Memorial Day weekend. 

Another hang-up is securing watchmen to guard the fish. 
Under the lease agreement, Crawford County will have to 
pay for any fish not returned by Sept. 30. Kitchen and other 
commissioners are working out a program through the 
Department of Social Services to use welfare workers as 
night watchmen. Other help to run the information center 
during the day is being sought through county volunteer pro- 
grams such as RSVP. 

Fish Hatchery Committee Chairman Bob Smock, Jr., 


‘says although a delay in obtaining an electrical line to the 


hatchery building has slowed down some work, the hatchery 
is ready to open if the commissioners want it to for Memorial 
Day weekend. 

A Memorial Day opening has already been announced in 
downstate newspapers and radio stations.

Thieves Steal 
1 2-Ton Vehicles 
Off Camp Range 


Camp Grayling officials are probably wondering if 
there is anything thieves can’t steal. 

On Monday night, May 16, some hard-working 
thieves managed to cart off nearly 30 tons of military 
vehicles intended for use as targets on Camp Grayling 
ranges. 

Two and a half armored personnel carriers weigh- 
ing 12 tons each, along with wheels and tracks from 
other vehicles, were apparently loaded on a semi-truck 
trailer during the night and hauled away before 9 a.m. 
the next morning. Camp. officials had parked the 
vehicles in a secluded area north of County Rd. 612 near 
Kinney Rd. and they were to be dismantled and placed 
on ranges for target practice. The metal and parts on the 
vehicles were estimated ta he worth $6000 to $2000 ) for 


each armored carrier. 

The Crawford County Sheriff Dept. issued a state- 
wide alert for the trailer and military vehicles. They’re 
also canvassing all junk yards in a four-county area. 

All guns on the armored carriers were removed by 
the U.S. Army, who had delivered the vehicles Monday 
to the camp. A metal saw was used to cut one carrier in 
half. Police speculate the carrier cut in half filled out a 
load on the trailer.

The crows have been back 
with us for sometime now 
and nesting has started. The 
nesting material, which the 
female weaves together, was 
gathered by the male. Three 
to six greenish-blue, olive- 
blotched eggs are laid and 
incubated for eighteen days. 
Since only one brood is 
raised a year, the parents 
spend the rest of the summer 
raising the young. We often 
think of the crow as being 
destructive but studies have 
shown that from the begin- 
ning of May to mid- 
September, a third of the 
crow’s diet is composed of 
insects. Most birds will not 
touch armyworms, tussock 
moths or tent caterpillars, 
but the crow seems to enjoy 
them as he does May beetles 
and grasshoppers. No other 
Eastern bird can equal the 
crow in terms of the quantity 
of grasshoppers eaten. One 
research project found that 
grasshoppers comprised for- 
ty percent of the crow’s diet. 
Since young crows need ten 
ounces of food daily and 
adults five, a six-member 
crow family would consume 
an excess of eighteen hun- 
dred grasshoppers daily. 
That is a whopping forty 
thousand grasshoppers just 
while the young are in the 
nest for three weeks. If the 
grasshoppers consumed by 
one nestling were combined, 
the resultant insect would be 
twice the size of the crow. 
Since the crow eats nearly 
anything, it is actually a 
benefit to man except on 
rare occasions.

: (synopsis) 

The Regular Meeting was called to order by Kitchen at 9:38 
asm, Commissioners Kitchen, Harland, Neilson, Mattis, Miller, 
Joyce and Welser were present. 

Clerk Wicland and several others were also present. 

Following discussion on rules and procedures adopted in 
1981, Robert's Rules of Order, Open Meetings Act, length of 
time spent on one subject, allowing visitors to carry on in the 
Board’s discussion, Board's parliamentarian, Prosecutor's role, 
and whether tie votes need to be so stated when resulting from a 
roll call vote, the minutes of 3-31-83 were approved. 

The report of claims, vouchers, and per diem was approved 
as follows: General Fund - $80,952.41, Fish Hatchery - $124.19, 
and Airport - $2,447.69.

Several pieces of correspondence were acknowledged. 

The communication from Municipal Claims, Serv., Ine. 
relative to payment of the claim submitted on the truck at the 
landfill was reviewed. The Loss Funds were split and charged to 
the respective counties on the same basis as the Landfill Agree- 
ment stipulates at the present time instead of coming all from 
Crawford County. The equipment recently repaired at the land- 
fillis broken down again. 

The issue of payment of the aulstanding bills of AIS in ex- 
cess of $9,200.00 and the fact that the equipment is broken down 
again was turned over to the Assistant Prosecutor. The 
Prosecutor will also be instructed to require a statement listing 
all repair work completed and parts replaced on the John Deere 
in question, 

Committee Reports: 

Labor - Two grievances have been filed and will be reviewed 
on April 15. 

Dept. of Social Services - Case load is increasing rapidly. 364 
new cases since January 1. Clothing is available at the Thrift 
Shop. 

Roads & Bridges - Some repair work is in process on Old 27 
South, the class of roads is being changed, and Four Mile is 
scheduled for widening. Some gravel will be spread in the holes 
on Jones Lake Road. 

Dist. Health - A $15,000.00 increase in the 1984 appro- 
priation is being requested, one case of TB had been detected, 
and some contamination in the wells near Cadillac has been 
noted. 

Craw/Ros SCD - Good response to the tree planting program 
has been received. 

Building & Personnel - Purchase of two manuals, a Pur- 
chasing Policy manual and a Personnel Policy and Procedure 
manual was approved. 

Law Iinforcement - The request for a new deputy (so the 
Detective program could re reinstated} and the purchase of the 
hand held communication system presented by Motorola were 
reviewed. ‘The Sheriff provided the committee with funding 
proposals for both requests as instructed. The Committee's 
recommendation to allow the Sheriff to post the position for a 
new deputy was denied. Purchase of the communication system, 
a 6-unit PAC-RT Motorola, was referred back to Committee for 
further review of financing. 

Equalization and Apportionment - HB 4211 relative to 
taxing concessions at airports was reviewed. Consensus of the 
Board was to oppose said house bill as the results could jeopar- 
dize facilities such as ours, 

Equalization Director, Larry Hunter, met to present the 
1983 County Equalization Report. New construction is 
$1,112,000.00, a slight loss is reflected in the ad valorem proper- 
ty, and the Industrial Facilities roll is up. The 1983 Equalization 
Report was accepted as presented. Mr. Hunter also informed the 
Board of a request by the state military board of their interest in 
acquiring approximately 75,000 acres used for military training. 
This could reduce the number of acres local units receive swamp 
tax on ul the rate of $1.50 per acre to 10 cents per acre. This 
transfer could cause a loss of about $105,000.00 to units of 
government in Crawford and Otsego Counties. The consensus of 
the Board was to notify Ostling, Irwin, and Binsfeld, with copies 
of said correspondence to the DNR and military to request their 
opposition in such transfer. 

Sheriffs report - The Sheriff informed the Board of problems 
arising at Camp Lehman by the inmates and indicated he felt it 
was not fair that the County is responsible for prosecution and 
medical expenses when security is minimal. This matter has been 
brought to our legislators attention. 

Treasurer's report - Treasurer Wakeley gave a synopsis of 
the release of deferred State Revenue Sharing as submitted by 
MAC and what to expect in the way of funds for 1983. Three 
proposals for funding consideration for the Airport were presen- 
ted. Proposal No. 3 in the amount of $26,134.00 (based on 2 em- 
ployees) was adopted. Year end deficits in the Airport and 
Library Fund budgets were reviewed and transfers from the 
General Fund to the Airport and Library funds necessary to 
balance the funds for 1982 were approved. 

Transportation Authority Secretary, Ernestine Palmer, 
presented the 1982 quarterly reports of revenues and expenses 
of the public transit operation. Mrs. Palmer also informed the 
Board that an audit is underway. 

Jim Tobin, Community Family and Children Services, met 
to present two proposals of service for County residents by 
locating a satellite office in Grayling as many clients are presen- 
tly traveling to Gaylord for counselling. The jail program would 
provide education being required of inmates and counselling. 
The individual counselling services provide a wide range of ser- 
vices. The proposals were referred to Finance Committee. 

Clerk’s report - All committee meetings and various board 
delegate schedules was requested. Judge Kraus and Judge 
Walsh met to request consideration of life insurance policies and 
county paid retirement for District and Probate Court em- 
ployees the same as the AFSCME employees received. Much 
discussion was held on past. practice of union & non-union em- 
ployees benefits, cost. to county, and the number of employees 
involved, The issue was referred to Labor Committee. 

Brief discussion was also held on the court re-organization, 
revenues generated from the court systems and the need to have 
contact with various departments. 

Fish Hatchery Committee Chairman, Bob Smock, presented 
an operating budget for the fish hatchery and gave an up-date of 
plans being prepared for the opening this spring. RSVP and 
Green Thumb workers will be utilized if possible. Some fish have 
been obtained so far, the vending machines are in, security and 
electricty are underway. Hlectricity will be rn from the existing 
DNR building and put on a separate meter for an estimated cost 
of $600.00 to $800.00. Fencing, gates, signs, and a lease for the 
fish from the trout farm is being drafted. The state will be ap- 
proached for signs on highways leading into Grayling adver- 
tising the hatchery reopening. The Chamber of Commerce will 
assist with brochures and informing visitors of the hatchery 
project, A motion to relive the manager at thig time and adver- 
tise for 2 weeks was tabled pending legal council. 

Committee reports con't. 

Resolutions - A resolution submitted by Oakland County 
Commissioners relative to opposition to HB 4228 - state 
takeover of courts was supported. Information submitted by the 
Michigan Association of County Clerks relative to the effect of 
the 41.6% of tax revenues directed to local units was reviewed. 

Insurance - A self-insurance program for hospitalization is 
now underway. Consideration should be given to this prior to 
future negotiations. Coverage for the Transportation Authority 
is being obtained so the Authority can be charged for their share 
of premium. 

OPW - Cart Robinson was named foremar of the joint land- 
fill and John Miller was appointed Chairman. Engineering will be 
completed soon, Otsego County has submitted their share of the 
outstanding repair bills. 

Zoning Comm, - the present zoning ordinance does not speak 
to wood product processing plants. ‘he matter was referred to 
the Zoning Commission to consider amendments to the zoning 
ordinance to incorporate wood and forestry products. 

Finance - ‘The 1984 budget for allocation board is being 
prepared. 

Plan. Comm, - The land resource use inventory map is com- 
pleted, 

Manpower A computer demonstration was highlighted. 

Housing Rehab, - The minutes of the Housing Commission 
meeting of 4-7-3 were received and placed on file. 

New Business: 

The County's appointment to the Allocation Board was 
discussed. The first session is next Tuesday. Bernard Maurer 
was unanimonsly appointed to the Allocation Board, 

Rohert Gottfried was appointed to the Planning Com- 
mission. 

The purchase of 3 map sections from surplus equipment for 


a total of $102.00 was approved and the old obsolete leather 
bound faw books wil! be donated to the historical museum. 
Old Business: 
The request from the Prosecutor's Office to consider the 
secretary position a full time position was granted. 
Announcements: Members were reminded of the workshop 
scheduled at the Holiday Inn on May 2 and 3 sponsored by the 
Michigan Cooperative Extension Service.

Regular Meeting - Crawford Co. Board of Commissioners 
April 28th, 1983 — Synopsis 

The April 28th meeting of the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners came to order at 9:35 a.m. All commissioners 
were present all day except Joyce, who was absent, and Miller 
who arrived shortly after roll call. Nine visitors appeared at 
various times throughout the day. 

Minutes of 4/12/83 were approved as presented. Minutes of 
4/18/83 were approved, providing the reference to Otsego Coun- 
ty be deleted from Mr. Hunter's report on the DNR/Military 
Board land transfer. . 

A request from Asst. Prosecutor Sabin to attend an Advan- 
ced Prosecutor’s Training Seminar at a cost of $70.00 was ap- 
proved, after which thirty one pieces of correspondence were 
reviewed. Among these was a letter from Governor Blanchard’s 
office notifying that State Police Budget cuts, which the county 
opposed, had been reduced from $6 million to $5 million. The 
Board than asked Mattis to direct the Sheriff to re-apply for 
Crawford County's lost 55 mph funds. The ballot for the Cham- 
ber of Commerce Board of Directors was also addressed, with 
Jess Bircher, JoAnn Cox, Paul Mesack and Larry Raymond 
receiving the most votes from a slate of eight candidates. 

Under committee reports: 

The Labor Committee remains in mediation on the Teamster 
Contract. 

The Dept. of Social Services is considering computerizing 
data, and more small counties may be sharing DSS directors in 
the future. 

The first Judicial Committee meeting was well attended. 
Items discussed were: Court reorganization - the State takeover 
of courts would be phased in at 20% per year for five years. 
Court rooms, office space and security would remain county 
responsibilities, and personnel would be State funded. Also 
discussed was court employees participation in county retire- 
ment and life insurance, cost of depuLy overtime for court duty, 
cost. of witness fees and transcripts for indigents, and use of 
courtrooms for other than court proceedings. The latter is allow- 
ed as long as courtroom rules are not violated. 

The next IDC meeting will be 6/19/83 at City Hall, and of- 
ficers elected in Sept. will assume office in Oct. 

The Mental Health Committee of MAC, along with MAC 
legal counsel and the Mich. Sheriff’s Association have combined 
efforts to oppose the requirement that two police officers ac- 
company persons for psychiatric evaluation, and the use of 
distant, rather than area, facilities for this purpose. Opposition 
is based on cost. 

Roads and Bridges reported that a tree-planting project is 
underway on I-75, and that more funds may become available for 
some side roads due to road reclassification. 

RC&D has been asked by the DNR to secure sponsors for 
seeding and covering behind the landfill. The DNR requirement 
that the old landfill site have a clay covering was also discussed. 

Bruce Reynolds of Dist. Health Dept. No. 1 has indicated he 
will not approve a request for enlargement of the septic system 
at Grayling High School to accommodate a possible middle 
school addition, since he originally opposed the present system 
because, in his opinion, it posed a threat to the ground water. 

Seven persons have requested soil analyses from Soil Con- 
servation, 

The 2nd Region of MAC is recommending a resolution to 
abolish presidential primaries, and a motion passed the Board 
directing Crawford County to do likewise. 

Under Building & Personnel, the Board accepted the low bid 


of Tom Schans Plumbing and Heating for four water closets for 


the jail at a price not to exceed $5,087.00, including labor and 
permits. 

Under Law Enforcement, the Board authorized the purchase 
of six Pac RT repeaters (hand-held radiosj at a total cost of 
$16,574.00, with a downpayment of $4,575.00. The balance of 
$12,000.00 is to be financed at 7% for three years through Gay- 
lord State Bank, which responded with the lowest interest. bid of 
the five local institutions surveyed. In addition, approval was 
given to hire one additional road deputy until 12/31/83, to allow 
for reinstatement of the detective program. The cost for the 
remainder of 1983 will be $13,400.00. The lein machine has been 
installed in the Sheriff Dept., and the Sheriff and three com- 
missioners will attend a Jail Conference May 12th in Lansing. 

The Equalization & Apportionment report revealed that the 
possible transfer of lands in Crawford & Otsego Counties is only 
in the inquiry stage, and that the lands amount to just over 
61,000 acres as opposed to 75,000 as earlier thought. Potential 
revenue loss is now approximately $113,840.00 to local units. 
Our legislators are pursuing the possibility of amending legis- 
lation which would raise the tax on military Jands to equal that 
paid on state lands, so that any such transfer would not impact 
the quantum of payments in lieu of taxes to local units. Such an 
amendment would actually increase revenue to local units by 
$34,000.00, even if the transfer does not occur. 

The Fish Hatchery, scheduled to open May 2ist, needs 
$650.00 for electricity hookup. The Board did not appropriate 
the monies, and funds wilt be sought elsewhere. Commissioner 
Welser offered his help with the hookup, RSVP will provide per- 
sonnel for the information center, and security personnel are 
being sought through the Green Thumb Program. A tabled 
motion to relieve the Fish Hatchery Manager of his duties and 
advertise the position for two weeks was reconsidered, and 
defeated. A 3/31/83 motion, which required that all hires, project 
requests, and purchases at the Hatchery be reported to the 
Finance Committee and pre-approved by the full Board of Com- 
missioners was rescinded, after a motion to table the issue failed 
for lack of a second. The Building & Personnel Committee will 
meet to investigate Board liability and determine appropriate 
Board policy regarding the Fish Hatchery operation. 

The Insurance report included a notification to com- 
missioners that the experience of other counties indicates that 
errors and omissions policies will not cover commissioners ac- 
ting independently. 

The DPW report included an update on landfill subsidies 
provided by other counties, a report that the John Deere is 
presently working, and the filing of the 1982 Landfill Financial 
Statements. A meeting composed of AIS, the full Board of 
Commissioners, landfill employees and the Landfill Board will be 
scheduled shortly. A resohition drafted by Welser designed to 
expedite finalization of the Landfill Agreement was referred to 
the Assistant Prosecutor for an opinion. 

Having previously posted for interest, the Board appointed 
Norman Bancroft tothe Building Authority, Robert Gottfried to 
the Housing Commission and Joseph Meredith to the Transpor- 
tation Authority. 

Lou Ann Taylor, Senator Binsfeld’s District Representative, 
appeared to discuss issues and hear local concerns. }tems dis- 


.cussed included: The likelihood of a reapportionment before 


summer adjournment of the legislature, how this will affect sit- 
ting legislators, the opposition to the state income tax hike, the 
Headlee Amendment as it relates to Dept. of Correction man- 
dates, the status of the Separate Statehood and Blanchard recall 
petitions, concerns over costs incurred in psychiatric 
evaluations and Crawford County's interest in regaining lost 55 


mph funding. 

In other business: The Treasurer notified the Board that 
some file cabinets without locks had been placed in the clerk's 
vault for security during evening hours; a motion was passed 
reinforcing the obligation of committee chairpersons to take and 
file minutes of all standard and special committee meetings; and 
a report was given on a meeting with the Assistant Prosecutor, 
at which questions on parliamentary procedure were resolved. 
Meeting adjourned at 6:05 p.m.

May 10th, 1983 —- Synopsis 

The May LOth, 1983 Meeting of the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners was called to order at 9:35 a.m. with all com- 
missioners present but Miller, who arrived at 10:05 a.m. Fifteen 
visitors attended at various times throughout the day. 

The minutes of 4/28/83 were approved, with Neilson’s vote 
on purchase of the Pac RT Repeaters corrected from aye to nay, 
and the word “annually” inserted after the $34,000.00 in the 
Equalization and Apportionment Report. The 2/24/83 minutes 
were also amended, correcting identification of the 4-D Dozer on 
peg. 19 to the 644 Loader. 

Monthly General Fund expenditures of $46,255.22, Airport 
bills of $4,532.75 and Fish Hatchery vouchers total $74.31 were 
approved as presented. Commissioners’ expenses were: Salary, 
Kitchen - $200.00, and $150.00 each for Harland, Neilson, Mat- 
tis, Welser and Joyce. Miller - none. Per diems were: Kitchen- 
$360.00, Harland - $340.00, Neilson - $230.00, Mattis - $310.00, 
Welser - $220.00, Joyce - $330.00 and Miller none. Expense reim 
reimbursements were: Harland - $100.83, Neilson - $30.36, Mat- 
tis - $170.79, Welser - $6.60, Joyce - $105.77, and Kitchen and 
Miller none. 

Included in the twenty nine pieces of correspondence 
reviewed were: - a request for an additional phone jack for the 
Health Department, which was approved, provided District 
Health pay installation costs; - notification that the county will 
be reimbursed for a phone bill incurred by a jail inmate; and - a 
resolution from Mecosta County requesting State legislators to 
reject their automatic 1984 salary increases.

Authority Attorney, explained limits of coverage under the 
county's self-insurance plan. The $10 million liability covers per- 
sonnel acting within the scope of their employment only, and 
provides no coverage for malicious, wanton or willful acts which 
violate public law. 

Ass’t. Prosecutor Sabin discussed revisions the Board 
requested in the Crawford/Otsego Landfill Agreement, and ren- 
dered the opinion that commissioners may serve on a Board of 
Public Works, provided only per diem and not a salary is paid. 
He also clarified an agreement he had proposed, earmarking in- 
centive monies from welfare fraud prosecution for the purchase 
and maintenance of office quipment in the Prosecutor’s Office. 
The Board approved the agreement. They further requested that 
he research the consequences of abandoning the landfill, and 
directed the Prosecutor’s Office to pursue funding from the 
State under Headlee for the cost of test monitoring wells man- 
dated by the DNR at the landfill. 

Prosecutor Huss advised the Board of a settlement offer 
from Xerox regarding cancellation of the lease agreement on the 
copier. He was directed to continue pursuing termination under 
the terms of the contract. 

Douglas Dosson, Grayling Township Attorney, requested, 
and received, a waiver of County Planning Commission review of 
a proposed amendment to the 1966 Grayling Twp. Zoning Or- 
dinance, rezoning 2% acres on Sandy Trail from Ra to P1. 

Tom Schans of Shan’s Plumbing & Heating assured the 
Board that the water closets he is installing in the jail will com- 
ply with both the State Plumbing Board and Dept. of Correc- 
tions regulations, and that his original bid price has not changed. 

Treasurer Joe Wakeley reported that, because Maple Forest 
Twp. failed to spread the Bradford Lake special assessment in 
1982, there are no monies in the Drain Fund to meet the April 15, 
1983 drain orders. The Board moved to request Maple Forest 
Twp. Officials to advance the $3,133.36 to the Drain Fund until 
they spread two years’ special assessment on the Dec., 1983 tax 
rolls. 

Committee Reports: 

The Chairperson announced a change in the membership of 
the Labor Committee to Harland, Mattis and Kitchen. The 
committee's May 9th negotiations were cancelled. 

A Resolution was passed to Abolish Presidential Primaries, 
and to change the Finance Committee of the Board to a 
Statutory Finance Committee. The latter was designed to clarify 
and expedite the procedure for approving bills. 

The Planning Commission is beginning its review with urban 
areas, and has established specific goals. 

The eight county area under the Northeast Mich. Manpower 
Consortium has been designated a Service Delivery Area under 
JPTA, and $200 million in JPTA funds are earmarked for Mich- 
igan. The Consortium is also updating the county’s 1980 Equal 
Opportunity Affirmative Action Plan. 

The Council on Aging RSVP Awards Dinner is scheduled for 
May 20th, 1983. 

There are enough HUD monies in the Community Develop- 
ment Committee Fund to begin considering low interest loans to 
persons or businesses otherwise unable to secure financing. Pur- 
suant to a request from the committee, the Board approved the 
appointments of John Alef Jr. and Bonnie Yates to three-year 
terms on the Community Development Committee. 

Plans by North Central Mich. Mental Health for establish- 
ment. of a Teaching Family Home in Cadillac has drawn neigh- 
borhood opposition and threats of legal action. 

The Insurance Report noted that the Joint Powers Agree- 
ment of the Michigan Municipal Risk Management Authority 
has been amended to specifically state that Crawford County is 
covered for any incident occurring on military property. Also, an 
amendment is being drafted which will waive the $50,000.00 
deductible for property loss after the second occurance in any 
given year. 

The subject of bathroom facilities and a telephone at the 
landfill were discussed under the DPW Report, along with the 
necessity for job descriptions for landfill employees. 

A request for a Special Use Permit in Frederic Twp. will go 
to a Zoning Commission Public Hearing May 11th, 1983. 

In other business, the Board appointed Jerry Morford and 
Kathy Burkley to the County Election Scheduling Committee, 
and adopted the 1984 Tax Allocation Budget in the amount of 
$2,525,150.00. Meeting adjourned at 5:10 p.m.
